In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
June 29, 2006, Applicant hereby elects without traverse claims 1-12 and 20-38 from Group 1 
for continued examination. The Examiner has required restriction between claims 1-12, and 
20-38, Group 1 drawn to an electron beam recording means and claims 13-19, Group 2 drawn 
to a transformer means and its structure. 



The effect of the Patent Office issuing the restriction requirement is that the 
Patent Office admits that the claims of, for example, Group I are patentably distinct over the 
claims of Group II. MPEP §802.01 states that distinctness for a restriction requirement 
means that two or more subjects as claimed "ARE PATENTABLE (novel and unobvious) 
OVER EACH OTHER." (emphasis in original) The effect of the restriction requirement is 
that the Patent Office admits that the claims of the elected groups are patentable over any 
disclosure of the claims of the non-elected groups, and vice versa. 
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The patentability position is required for entry of the restriction requirement 
by the Patent Office. Thus, the applicants can and will rely upon this position during 
examination of this application and any continuing or divisional applications. If this position 
is not to be taken by the Patent Office, then the applicants request that the restriction 
requirement be withdrawn.
